PARLIAMENTARY. 
It is understood that the intended 


criticism of the Crow’s Nest railway 


affair is not likely to come on, as the 


company has made reparation to the 


parents of the young men who died on 


the road under such deplorable cir- 


cumstances. The company evidently 
does not desire further criticism on 
that work. 

Wm. Mackenzie is in Ottawa, and 
it is thought he is participating in the 
railway discussions now going on. 

Hon. Messrs. Greenway and McMil- 
lan have had an interview with mem- 
bers of the government, but decline 
to say what decision, if any, has been 
arrived at. 

Greenway and MeMillan had a 
final interview with Laurier Satur- 
day afternoon. The government has 
agreed to place $300,000 in the 
estimates this year, as an advance 
on the school lands fund, to help 
carry out educational work in Mani- 
toba. Tho senate threw out the 
proposition lIsst year, but it is 
thought it will not do it this year. 
The gorernment has aiso promised to 
hand ever to the province the control 
of school iands, which will be admin- 
istered by the local government, the 
accounts being kept separately, so 
that the proceeds of the land go to 
benefit the schools. 

A long debate took place in the 
house on the post office estimates. 
Mr. Mulock said that he estimated 
the decrease in revenue at $700,000 
owing to the reduced postal rates, 
but it now looked as if it would only 
be $500,000. 

There was very little preliminary 
business before supply was reached. 
On the supplementaries, Mr. Blair 
said he would make a statement in 
a few days as to when the canals 
will be ready for navigation st a 
depth of 14 feet. 


The minister also said that the item 
of $2,500 for the gove:nor-general’s 
car was an amount given to each gov- 
ernor when he arrived to have the 
car fixed to suit bimself. Speaking of 
private cars Sir Wilfrid Laurier said 
te Mr. Foster that he used them occa- 
sionally in his official capacity, but 
he was stiJl a democrat up to the 
hilt. 


When the mounted police estimates 
were und-r consideration Mr. Sifton 
paid a tribute to the police and the 
excellent services they rendered the 
country. 

The house adjourned ot 1.35. 


In the house on the 26th, the 
minister of militia stated in repiy to 
Mr. Clarke that 11,078 applications 
had been received for Canadian 
general service medals. Of these 
about two thousand were left over for 
further consideration and 471 appli- 
cations had not yet been examined on 
account of having been received too 
late. It had not yet been decided 
how and when the aistribution of 
medals would take place. 


Mr. Davin moved a resolution con- 
demning the government for not re- 
ducing the duty on agricultural imple- 
ments. In talking to the motion Mr. 
Davin indulged in his usual extrava- 
gantly picturesque language. 

With regard to Mr. Davin’s re- 
solution, the premier said the ques- 
tion had already been threshed 
out and that if it was meant seri- 
ously it should have been brought up 
when the tariff was under review in 
the budget debate. There was there- 
fore nothing to do but vote the reso- 
lution down. 


Mr. Davis, Sashatckewan, said Mr. 
Davin’s only purpose was to play to 
the band wagon. In the house he fill- 
ed the place a clown filled in a circus, 
or the end man filled in a minstrel 
show. He quoted along list of cot- 
tons, woollens and implements used by 
the west, on which duty had been re- 
duced, and gave actual invoices of 
Winnipeg merchants, on which there 
was a substantial reduction in the 
amount of the duty paid from what 
would have been collected by the old 
tariff. 

The debate was not concluded when 
6 o'clock was reached. 

The whole of the evening session 
was devoted to the Richardson civil 
service attachment of salaries bill. 
The discussion was in committee and 
& majority was against the bill, Ihe 
motion to rise and report progress 
was carried by 26 to 17, after which 
the house adjourned at 11.15 p. m.

The 
privations of the wilderness, including 
the tomahawk of the savage, wore not 
sufficient to intimidate this interesting 
vanguard of settlement. The situation 
to-day is that there is not a “further 
west” within the limits ot the United 
States to satisfy this class. The last 
great area of unsettled arable land on 
this continent. is our western prairies. 
and into them the men who can no 
longer find free land and good land are 
making their way in increasing num- 
bers. It would be rash to prophesy 
what dimensions this movement may 
reach, but the conditions which drive 
them forth are not likely to be miti- 
gated, and we may therefore look for a 
continual and increasing migration to 
our Northwest lands. The current 
was set flowing through Mr. Sifton’s 
appointments of agents at various 
points in the United States in 1897, 
and we firmly believe that in a few 
years it will be found that the taking 
of this step was one of the most im- 
portant new departures in our immigrat- 
ion policy.”

EDMONTON TO CUST’S HOUSE. 


C, F. Alexander, of the Dibble sur- 
vey party, has given the Calgary 
Herald the following description of 
their trip to Graham and beyond, by 
way of refutation of the lying reports 
which have been published by inter-. 
ested parties concerning the difiiculties 
to be met with on the Edmonton trail. 


We pulled out from Edmonton, 
says Mr. Alexander, on July 12, 1898, 
travelling with pace train. The trail 
from Edmontou to Cust’s house on the 
Peace river is on the whole very 
good. There is now a wagon road 
right to St. John. The first wagon 
seen there had got in a few days 
ahead of us. With very little ex- 
pense a wagon trail could be made 
from St. John to Cust’s house. There 
is no muskeg and the trail is fairly 
level. There are at least three hills 
that would require to be graded 
although the hills up and down to the 
south Pine river are much steeper 
than any between Cust’s house and 
St. John. Between Edmonton and 
Cust’s house there is good feed nearly 
all the way, and as a rule you get 
good water. From St. John to Fort 
Graham the trail 1s on the whole bad 
—muskegs, windfalls, and bad side 
hills nearly all the way. In early 
spring or late fall it is quite passable 
for pack trail, In mid-summer 
I should think (if a wet summer) it 
would be pretty tough. There is no 
regular pass over this trail ; it simply 
means following creeks and ridges, 
and for » wagon trail I should say it 
is impracticable, but with some fixing 
would make a firm pack trail. For 
the last 50 miles the feed is very poor. 
We had it pretty tough, as all through 
the mountains we had over a foot of 
snow and were greatly delayed owing 
to our often missing the trail, as we 
had only a blaze here and there to 
go by. The journey from Edmonton 
to Cust’s house was forced very much 
as we had to meet boats bringing 
up the bulk of our supplies which 
were taken up by contract to Hudson's 
Hope by Messrs. Brick Bros., traders 
of Peace river. 


The average mileage per travelling 
day, excluding portaging at Custs’ 
house, was 172 miles a day, which 
is ahead of the average mileage of 
pack trains, thirteen miles being con- 
sidered fair over a rough country. 


Up to the time of reaching Graham 
we lost only two horses, one being 
drowned while trying to swim the 
Athabasca, and the other was poison- 
ed on the Swan Hills.
